ihe fonowiiio- notes from the 
Monthly Commercial letter published 
by the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
will be of interest to most i’eadei*s. 

Interest payments on mortgages and 
other f())-ms of trustee investment in 
western Canada during 1021 were not 
met as well or as promptly as in 1920. 

Normally, at the close of a year 
the intei'est overdue on w'estern mort¬ 
gages averages one per cent of the 
ljrincii)al. but last year it was one and 
a quarter per cent. There is also a 
larger percentage of interest overdue 
on mrunieipal, school and rui-al tele¬ 
phone debentures, caused by the dif- 
fichlty of collecting- taxes. 

This difficulty is mainly the result 
cf the fall in t'-je price of agricultural 
products,, although in some cases it 
is in i)art due to the increased out¬ 
lays iMi schools and municipal under 
takings. 

The net debt of the Dominion as at 
December 31st last, was $2,366,861,- 
090, as e.aupared with $2,308,218,000 
a >e:ir ago. Tempoi'ary h^ans increas- 
e<] dining 1921 from 195,839,000 to 
$1 5t>,58^1,000. For the nine months 
ending^December last, tli^ revenue of 
.miwion amounted $204,27ft!-- 
compared with $344,354,675 
■for the same period in 1920. The de¬ 
cline is partly de to a falling off of 
$57,000,000 in receipts from customs 
and of $9,000,000 in the business pro¬ 
fits tax. The. receipts from the in¬ 
come tax. however increased $53,000- 
000. a result due partly to the steadily 
Improving machinei\v for its collection 
and partlv to the payment within a 
single year of the taxes on incomes

Business Failures in Canada 
ordinary 

1921. in the prices of the chief natural 
resources of Canada, and the inter¬ 
ruption to the marketing of a consid¬ 
erable portion of them, caused by the 
emergency tarriff legislation in the 
United States, are responsible in some 
measure for the number of failures 
in that year, which was greater than 
in any previous year except 1914 and 
1915. The total amount of liabilities 
was the highest on record, but some 
allowance must be ,made for higher 
values. At the beginning of the re¬ 
cession in prices they had not only a 
large stock of goods on hand, but also 
.bc^d great difficulty in cutting down 
their operating expenses. Traders, 
however, wore able to protect them¬ 
selves by refusing to buy,' and by gra¬ 
dually liquidating stocks on hand at 
wUiph enabled them, as a rule,

FREIGHT 

RATES 

The first difficulty in the matter of 
freight rates occurred so long ago 
that history fails to give a record of 
the matter. Throughout the centuries 
that have passed since that time the 
question has been settled over and 
over again; and by the same token 
we may add that as long as man will 
continue his activities we may expect 
freight rate problems to solve. 

But for the present we have only to 
regard such phases as concern us in 
the most • .ect manner, and at this 
present t.me. Freight raters have be¬ 
come a most important factor in the 
every day life and business of our 
community.. For it is to be remem¬ 


bered that every one of our products 
have to be freighted out in order to 
become marketable. And every com¬ 
modity we have, or wish to have, has 
to be freighted in. The cost of the 
goods we sell, and of the goods we 
buy, is determined in part by the cost 
of freight. 

RATES ARE 
BIG TAX 

During the years Immediately before 
us we are faced with the necessity of 
reducing our cost of/production. Our 
best efforts in this direction bv them¬ 
selves, will not be .•nufficient to lower 
that cost to the extent that our agri¬ 
cultural industry can be made i)rofit- 
able. Therefore we must look to the 
other more immediate factors, and if 
possible so adjust them that our con¬ 
ditions of living may be improved. 


To Clear:—DRY GOODS AT COST 

GET OUR PRICES BEFORE SENDING AWAY YOUR MAIL ORDERS 


Freight rates are amon^g these factors 
and on survey we find that to-day 
it costs us an average extra amount 
of $92 . per cay of grain to haul it to 
the market than it cost in 1917. Ex¬ 
pressed'^ in other words it cost nearly 
an hundred bushels of wheat extra to 
haul that car to-day. 

Prior to 1917 there was a fixed ba¬ 
sis for freight rates in western Can¬ 
ada under the provisions of Crows 
Nest agreement. This agreement had 
been reached only after a long strug¬ 
gle, and proved workable and fairly 
satisfactory to shippers; ^and at the 
same time profitable to the railways. 
War time conditions necessitated a 
number of changes to which we gave 
our consent without regard to our own 
interests, and- a railroad commission 
was fo)-med. This commission negat¬ 
ed the Crows Nest agreement, and ex¬ 
ercising its full autocatic power, un¬ 
hindered by parliamentary control it 
accomplished its purpose, but in doing 
so has left a number^ of peace pro¬ 
blems to face. This commission will 
come to the end of itji existence this 
summer and its autoc.i'atic powers 
terminate. 

CROWS NEST N 

AGREEMENT 

It is a matter of nothing less than 
absolute necessity to the farmers of 
this district, as in all of western Can¬ 
ada, to obtain a'^'rediiction- in freight 
costs in order to get any profit from 
their year’s work. No better method 
of obtaining this reduction has yet 
been proposed than that suggested by 
the Hon. C’*Diiuning in the Saskatch¬ 
ewan l€^gislature, viz, a return to the 
conditions set forth in the Crows Nest 
agreement. ,

GARDENING 


(By a Local Gardener) 


FIRST SOWING OF VEGETABLES 


The date when sowing- should com¬ 
mence can only be determined by the 
weather conditions, and the state of 
the land, which should be sufficiently 
warm, and moist enough to germin¬ 
ate seeds. Given favorable weather 
conditions the following suggestions 
might be carried out by the end of 
April or at latest the middle of May 


Beets.—Crosby’s Egyptian, Eclipse 
Sow 1 inch deep in rows 18 inches 
apart. 2 oz of seed to 100 feet, ma¬ 
tures in 60 to 70 days. Thin out to 
from 3 to 6 inches apart. Soak the 
seeds 12 hours before sowing. Sow 
thickly as the germination of early 
sown beets is generally poor. Use 
when young and tender as thd* root 
becomes hard and woody before fall, 
storing’ The tops may be used for 
greens.

Cabbage.—^Early Jersey Wakefield 
and Glory of Enkhuizen. Sow in heat 
early in March or April for planting 
in May. Set plants in rows feet 
apart and 3 feet between the rows. 
About 70 plants to 100 feet, matures 
in about 90 days. They require a deep 
rich, well worked soil. Plant out to¬ 
wards evening and water thoroughly. 
Shade two or three days until the 
plants are* established. Protect from 
cutworm by placing discs of tarred 
paper around the stem of each plant’ 
Cut out discs 3 inches in diameter. 
Make a cut from the edge to the cen¬ 
tre and make a hole the thickness of 
the stem. SJp onto the plant and 
place it close to the ground.

Tt seems the unanimous opinion of I 
flic farmers, the actual farmers who 
produce crops, that 'only one thing is 
needed—to be permitted to sell a 
chrop for more than it costs to make 
it and haul it to market. 

Lending a farmer money to make i 
a crop which he doesn’t get cost does ' 
not benefit him. It merely postpones 
bankruptcy. There can be no recov¬ 
ery until the crops sell at a profit. 

‘There can be-no profit so long as 
a law made agency takes the major 
part of the farmer’s (^rop represent¬ 
ing his year's labor, and turns it over 
to the organized workers for their 
few days’ work hauling it to the mar¬ 
ket. Tliat is the crux of the situa¬ 
tion .
